As of this date, a part-time Spanish or Spanish/French linguist has/been 
contracted. One applicant was tested during the month and made a poor showing. 
The Miami TDY for interviewing linguists with French/Spanish/Creole capability 
has been tentatively rescheduled for February's end. 


II. OPERATIONS 
MONITORIAL/EDITORIAL 


Brezhnev's visit to Cuba from 28 January to 4 February netted more than 
five and one half hours of generally good quality videotapes. Tapes of Brezhnev's 
28 January arrival in Havana and the 29 January mass rally in which Brezhnev 
and Fidel participated were airshipped to the primary television consumer while 
the othess were airmailed. Brezhnev's return to Moscow, relayed to Havana 
via satellite, supplied some excellent shots of the CPSU CC Politburo members. 
Special programs on Brezhnev and Castro's public appearances -- the communique 
signing and the Santiago trip, for example -- were carried at odd hours and 
without advance warning, requiring constant read justing of operating hours to 
give the staff some respite. Monitors prepared seven editorial reports based 
on “live” television coverage of the main events marking Brezhnev's visit; 
all appeared in the Daily Report. It was interesting to note that Brezhnev, 
Fidel, and Dorticos all read from prepared texts at the several televised 
official and public functions. Speeches, reportage on the leaders’ activities 
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and official issuances dominated the bureau file during this six-day period; 
coordination with London and Panama bureaus seemed wo work effectively. 


TECHNICAL 


Bureau engineer[ ___—_—|designed a television-monitoring position STA 
for the bureau's videoroom. Completed in time for Brezhnev's visit to Havana, iT 
the position incorporates a color tuner/monitor and IVC recorder. A 6515S 
receiver and audio-recording facilities were also installed to increase 
the position's versatility. Rack patching also allows for video dubbing and 
voiceover projects. The formica-covered unit was built to specifications by 
a local cabinetmaker. Pictures of the monitoring position are attached.

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RECEPTION REPORT 


1. Reception of Havana Domestic Television was rated fair to.good for 
the month. Of 48 regularly scheduled newscasts, 16 were rated good, 
25 were rated fair, and 6, poor. Special recordings of Brezhnev's 
arrival in Havana and subsequent activities, including the 29 January 
Brezhnev-Castro mass rally, totaled five and one half hours and 

were in generally good reception. 


2. Mediumwave reception of Cuba was rated good throughout the month. 
Reception of Bahamas radio was generally fair. Mexico City's XEW 

on 550 KHZ is heard intermittently in early morning hours in fair to 
poor reception. 


3. Shortwave reception of Dominican Republic stations was generally 
poor. Domestic Service on 5970 KHZ suffered interference from 
Redio Canada in the morning hours. Mexico's Radio Yucatan was 
rated fair to good, with Radio Universidad varying from fair to poor.
